Travel. Japan now1 has busses, trucks 


and cars going to almost every vil- 
lage and : this has - changed v the life 
and conditions of \he people; one can 
work all clay and then take a bus 
to the city 10 miles awav and see the 
best American movie. Travel by rail 
is cheap and safe, 1st, 2nd and 3rd 
class. Cheaper than staying at home. A 
sleeper for the night can be had for 
25 cents and pillow thrown in. A 
good lunch on the diner for 15 cent 
or a hot rice box lunch 8 cents. A 
pot of tea at the window for one 
cent, and refill of the pot for fifth 
of a cent. "Isokreem" nt the cur win- 
dow for 2 cents and there is a noise 
yelling at the stopping of each train 
of the eats and tiling for sale. I made 
a 40 hour trip to Pekin, the round 
Irip ticket costing $5. This is a fast 
direct super express train. Every train 
is crowded as though every one is 
leaving home. 


When it is C p. m. in Hope its i 


a. m. the next day in Junten Korea 
where I am. I get the Frisco news 
every evening at 9:30 p. m. but its 
4.30 
a. m. in San Francisco, which 


means we arc 17 hours ahead of you in 
one point, time. 


Game. Korea is the hunters paradise 


and game abounds. No limit to one: 
bag and the season from Senlembei 
to April, too long of course. The mis- 
"ionaries took a hand in getting thi 
amount of closed season. Barley grows 
through the winter which keeps the 
pig, deer, pheasants, ducks and geese 
fat and plentiful. On a rainy day T 
good bag can be had from the door 
of your car an as the game seem to 
have no fear when its raining. Many 
form of snares and traps are set foi 
the game as only a very few native: 
have fire aims. One day I pulled jus 
three hunters out of these well trap 
dug for pig and deer. Just as I handec 
To mmy gun to hold a few minutes h 
crashed into one, going down abou 
9 feet but holding up the guns in 
both hands but breaking two rib 
from the crash. My bag last winter was 
9 deer, 80 pheasants, two boar, 3! 
duck and two geese. I have bagged oni 
bear in a close encountod and thi; 
bear had killed one Korean and tore 
up 4 others when they attempted tc 
kill him with cluhs. We see nearlj 
as many deer in a day as you do 
rabbits here. Our common deer is 
small, short legged deer weifihtini 
around 80 Ibs and the buck has loni 
tusks from the upper jaw instead o 
horns. I have not been able to clas 
sify this deer and the nearest is the 
marsh deer of China.

WASHINGTON-If you 
are 
not 


thinking about what the nomination 
of Wendell L. Willkie has done to 
"the third term" and the New Deal 
you should be—because Washington Is 
talking about nothing else. 


Trying to sift all this talk down and 


pass it on to you is a chore, but I'm 
going to try. Eliminating all the guess- 
ers who are shooting blind (and still 
may be right), the situation as the cap- 
ital politicians see It, drops into two 
grooves: (1) Roosevelt must run again; 
(2) Roosevelt won't,run again. 


Digest Of Opinion 


That may sound trite, but it really 


isn't and out of a mere summary 
of these two oppositcs we may get 
somewhere. Let's see. 


1. There are scads of politicians here 


who feel that FDR must be drafted to 
show Flash Willkie up as a mere 
flash in the pan. They concede that 
Willkie has some appeal to the suscep- 
tible American imagination, but say 
he really is just a smart Democratic 
(there was a time back in the home 
town when they called him a radical 
and the extremists thought of him as 
a "dangerous red" utilities man, who 
has 
switched his allegiance to the 


Republicans. , 


Because Roosevelt is the only man, 


these observers declare, who can "save 
us from Willkie," he will have to an- 
swer the draft of his party, no mat- 
ter what his personal inclinations arc. 


2. Here is where a good many wild 


guesses, as well as some darn good 
political reasoning, come into the pic- 
ture. 


Nobody intimate with the President 
. . . I mean those who really know 
him . . . ever has said that he WANTS 
to run again. On the other hand, 
these presons insist that the President 
is tired and convinced that his health 
would suffer from a third term. If 
he could be sure all the things he has 
fought for, .nationally and internation- 
ally, would be carried on, they say, 
he would be happy to pass the ball 
to some one else and return to the 
sidelines. 


But in view of the fact that Willkie 


seems to be a formidable opponent and 
the Democratic party is certain to de- 
mand that Roosevelt run again, what 
arguments could be put up that would 
absolve him from the charge of quit- 
ting in the middle of the road? 


There are several, but only one 


or two need be mentioned. 


Just Suppose . . .

Age of Mqn! Hardly, Says 


Nature Writer 


"Down to Earth" by Alan Devoe 


(Coward-McCann: $2.50) is precisely 
the sort of book to take along on 
your Sunday picnic or week-end vaca- 
tion. It is a look at nature through 
the eyes of a naturalist who seems to 
have covered everything in a series 
of short, interesting essays on cats, 
worms, trees, weather, oysters, etc. 
The book, incidentally, deflates what- 
ever ego you might have had about 
this being man's world as shown in 
the following brief excerpt: 


The sinking of a warship is news. 


The building of a skyscraper is news; 
and so are our divorces and revolut- 
ions and electrocutions and fist fights 
at night clubs. Chipmunks, however, 
are not news. The doings of barn 
swallows are not chronicled in our 
rapers. No word gets printed about 
what is happening in badger holes. 
This being so . . . . it is not sur- 
prising that we fall into the way of 
thinking that we are almost the only 
creatures on the earth. Certainly, we 
think we are the most numerous and 
most important. 


It has a salutarily humbling effect . 


to remember that our biological inv 
portance, in the scheme of this planet, 
is minuscule in the extreme. The 
trees would get on ver ywell if we 
all disappeared tomorrow; the mea- 
dow mice would not suffer a whit at 
our going. We do not transport forest 
seeds in our alimentary canals, as the 
birds do. No indispensable pollen ad- 
heres to our legs, as it does to bees' 
Actually, our age is not . . . the Age 
of Man . . . . but it is an age 
of Insects. Thus far the entomolo- 
gists . . . . have recorded some 700,-

Stimson in Spot to Help Britain, Hinder Japan 


WASHINGTON 
— If the Senate 


confirms his appointmenl as sccrclary 
of war—as it now seems very like- 
ly to do Henry L. Stimson will be 
in a position to do two things which 
have long been very close to his 
heart. These are 


1. Aid the allies (or Great Bri- 


tain at least) by making surplus U. 
S. war materials available. 


2. Hamper Japan's march to power 


in the orient by cutting off her im- 
ports of essential war materials. 


A considerable amount of power 


over both of these mailers will come 
inlo Stimson's hands because of two 
amendments which were tacked onto 


the so-called "army speed-up bill", 
rccenlly passed and signed by Ihc 
President, 


One of these amendments provid- 


ed that the President might establish 
a system of export licenses to con- 
trol Ihc shipment of such war malcr- 
ials as he might designate as es- 
sential to the U. S. preparedness pro- 
gram. The president has already act- 
j:d under this provision, naming Col. 
Kussell L. Maxwell as export con- 
trol administrator and putting an ex- 
port ban on a long list of raw and 
finished materials.

crazy quilt that is the map of Ru- 
mania was tailored by Queen Marie. 
Now her stitches, sown in the post- 
World war peace, arc popping out. 


King Carol, the apprentice-tailor 


heir to her empire, already has seen 
a fifth of his country sheared off by 
Russia. Hungary and Bulgaria are wail 
ing eagerly for oUicr Rumanian scams 
to split. 


Marie, and her consort, Ferdinand, 


made a cold turkey horse trade wilh 
the Allies to declare war on Ihe Cen- 


tral Powers in August, 191G. The Al- 
lies pledged Transylvania and Dob- 
ruja to Rumania if they won. 


The mother-in-law of the Balkans 


earned her fee. Rumania was overrun 
by Hie German eastern armies dur- 
ing Ihe World war, bill in Ihe pence, 
Marie shared in Hie pay-off as agreed.

Thus Ihe secrelary now has full le- 


gal aulhorily lo "Irade in" old rifl- 
es, cannon, tanks or what-not when 
he places new orders. After such 
trade-ins, of course, the manufacturer 
could sell Hie traded-in-goods to Bri- 
tain. 


As secretary of stale, Slimson was
